The world's private 
and the balloon, “The Chicago,” which 


had the world’s speed record, were de. 
stroyed by fire early this morning. 


Both were owned by C. A. Coey, auto- 
mobile man, and were located on Nine- 
ty-fifth street in the town of Worth. 


Passing automobilists noticed 


fire and sounded their horns to awaken 
the caretaker. The flames had 
progressed so rapidly that nothing: 
could be done to save either the balloon | 
or the airdrome. The building burned 
to the ground before any fire appliances 
could be secured. | 

“The Chicago” won fame for its owner 
when he and a pilot, Capt. G. L. Brum- 
baugh, flew over the Great Lakes and 
landed in Canada. In this balloon Mr. 
and Mrs. Coey spent part of their 
honeymoon in 1909. Mrs. Coey was the 
first woman to fly over the Rocky 
mountains and “The: Chicago” was her 
vehicle. 

Destroyed with its companion and 
namesake was the “ Little Chicago,” a 
smaller balloon in which Mr. Coey 
landed at Thirty-fifth street and Indi- 
ana avenue last July 4 after a flight 
over the city. The two balloons were 
the pride of their éwner, who, after 
making a fortune in the automobile 
business, took up fiying and gave to 
the science much of his time and 
money and efforts.

How Does 
Garden Grow ? 


BY TIFFANY BLAKE. 


There is now available in attractive 
and convenient form a set of ten book- 
lets for the guidance of the house- 
holder who wants to develop the possi- 
bilities of his outdoor possessions, how- 
ever small or however large. It is the 
“ Landscape Garden Series” from the 
Garden Press, Davenport, Ia. 

In these volumes, which are suitable 
in form for: field study, the elemental 
precepts of correct garden planning 
and planting, design and architecture, 
are laid down and emphasized as cor- 
rective of popular errors of taste and 
perception. 

The instinct for planting is general, 
but that instinct is largely undirected. 
It escapes in the planting of round 
geranium beds, in designiess clutter, 
in disregard of proportions and of es- 
sential requirements. 3 

The Garden Series will tell a house- 
holder how to get an attractive effect 
in a small back yard, if that is the 
space available. That has certain pos- 
sibilities within its apparent limita- 
tions. 

The treatment it requires is not dic- 
tated by the personal likings of the 
planter, by love of certain flowers, et¢., 
but by the lines, proportions, and sur- 
roundings. The great estate may have 
a competent landscape architect. The 
back yard of the city, the small garden 
of the less congested outskirts, will 
have nothing but the untrained in- 
stinct for planting, unless such direc- 
tion comes from just such works as 
the Garden Series. 

It is designed to teach the small 

home gardener how “ to know composi- 
tion and how to know when it has been 
satisfied,” to realize that a correct plan 
embracing the whole is needed at the 
outset, whether it can be put to execu- 
tion at once or must be carried through 
several years. It is emphasized that it 
is better not to put a flower in, ora 
bush, until the design of the whole has 
been laid down in keeping with the 
laws of garden architecture. 
' The beauty of a garden is not at- 
tained in the indiscriminate planting 
of flowers, however beautiful they may 
be in themselves, but in the conform- 
ity of that planting to the inherent re- 
quirements of the place. What these 
requirements are the gardener can 
learn from the ten volumes of this 
series. They also treat questions of 
soil and soil preparation, drainage, 
maintenance, planting, etc., both for 
flowers and vegetables, for town and 
country places.

Salt Pork Soups. 

With the windy chilliness of late 
February and early March come ex- 
acting appetites. A good full meal at 
dinner time, with exceptionally hot 
soups, is looked forward to as one of 
the supreme comforts of the day. 

~~ Tt geems to me that the positive, sim- 
ple soups of the type made with a 
salt.pork base are especially acceptable 
on these days when the chill goes 
through cloths and flesh to our very 
bones. A little pepper may be toler- 
ated as a finish to these soups, though 
frowned upon in others,or those sea- 
soned with the — bouquet. 


Poverty Stew or - Potato Soup—Two 
ounces medium salt fat pork, one 
pound of potatoes, two-thirds of a cup 
of milk, salt if necessary, a bit of pep- 
per, and finally a bit of cream or but- 
ter. An onion or two may be used if 
desirable. Cut the pork in small dice, 
brown gently, and partly cook onions 
in fat; add potatoes and five cups of 
water, and cook. Most potatoes will 
granulate cooked in this way with 
pork fat. Add milk and cream and 
season to taste with salt and pepper. 
Serve with croutons.

Cream of Corn Soup—For each cup 
of soup allow as much fried out salt 
pork cut in dice as will yield a table- 
spoon of clear fat. If an onion is to 
be used in this soup, sweat it gently 
in the fat; that is, fry it in a covered 
frying pan over a fire so low that it 
cannot brown. Allow one tablespoon 
of flour to each tablespoon of fat, 
blending the two. Add for each table- 
spoon of fat and flour so blended one 
cup of milk, and stir and cook until 
thick. For each cup of this thickened 
milk have one-half cup of hot canned 
corn with salt and other seasonings, 
and cook the two together ten min- 
utes. Strain and serve or serve with- 
out straining. A little whipped cream 
improves a cup of this soup.

POLICE TO FIGHT 
WITH GAS BOMBS, 
SHIELDS, ‘TANKS? 


Formakiehyde gas bombs, armored 
patrol wagons in which prisoners 
will be ds safe as when locked in @ 
cell, and steel shields behind which 
policemen may advance on barricatled 
bandits are three innovations which 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris is skeun 
introduce. 

“It has been my pet worry that a 
small band of criminals barricaded 
a house |with rifles would be able 
stand off'the entire police department,” 
said the ¢hief in explaining the need of 
the gas bomb and s}ield, 

The bomb is composed of potassium 
permanganate inclosed in a glass ¢ap 
sule the size of a man’s fist and 4ur- 
rounded by small chunks of steel which 
are held in place by a tin can or a wire 
netting. It was perfected by Dr. 
O. Tonnéy, director of the health 
partment laboratories. 

Equipped with bombs, policemen fil! 
advance ; behind the V-shaped steel 
shields now being constructed under 
orders of the chief, and hurl the gfen- 
ades through the wondows of the rob- 
bers’ fortress. The chunks of steel ‘are 
intended: to break the glass capsule. 
permitting the potassium permanga- 
nate to unite with the formaldehyde, 
forming a-formaldehyde gus. 

“When one of the bombs was set 
on the roof of the city hall persons 
within ten feet of it were in danger of 
asphyxiation in spite of a high wind 
blowing at the-time,” Chief Fitzmorris 
said. “The gas will force criminals to 


jrush to tHe open air ina hurry.” 
The six armored patrol wagons which 


the chief intends to ask the finaince 
committ¢e to purchase will be“automo- 
tive cells, Only two policemen, a chauf.- 
feur and a guard, will be assigned to 
them instead of three policemen, ag on 
the wagons now in use. Prisoners 
will be locked inside the wagons so that 
both politemen may ride on the driver's 


seat.
